Would Probe 
Price Spreads 


Toronto, Noy. 6—(BUP)— The 
Ontario Federation of Agriculture, 
holding its annual meeting in To- 
yonto, has urged establishment of 
a Royal Commission to investigate 
price spreads. 

The resolution said the commis 
sion should begin an inquiry “at 
the earliest possible time” because 
of the ever-widening spread be- 
tween consumer food prices and 
what farmers get for their out- 
put, 


London, Nov. 6—(BUP)—Soviet 
scientist Cyrill Stanyukovich said 
today the Russians are working on 
photonic rockets which theoretic- 
ally could reach the speed of licht 
—186,000 miles a second, 

Stanyukovich also reported in an 
article in the newspaper Trud: 

—Russia used a liquid super-fuel 
and not nuclear energy to Jewtéh” 
its second earth satellite. 

—Russian work on atomic en- 
ergy “opens great possibilities in 
buidling atom jet engines which 
would facilitate flights to other 
planets.” 


Stanyukovich gave no details of 
the research into’ the photonic 
rocket except to say Soyiet sciens- 
ists were working on such rockets 
‘Which would develop super-cosmic 
speeds approximating the speed of 
light.” F 

“Scientific successes will event- 

ually enable realization of this bold 
dream,” he added. 
‘In London, British rocket expert 
Kenneth Gatland said “photonic” 
rockets would draw energy from 
light and theoretically at Jeast 
would be capable of continuous ac- 
celeration approximating the speed 
of light.

Tea 40c to $1.00 per pound and 
sugar at 10¢ per pound,—Not 
so far from the present prices 
but 11 pounds of “best new 
raisins were only Sl. Most of 
the merchants, nowever, ex- 
tolled the produce withont 
committing themselves to 
prices. It appears that 1874 
must have been a year when 
the public—then as is some- 
time, the case now—needed a 
little persuasion to buy.

ANY ROOM FOR TAX CUTS? 

A finance Department statement for six months 
ending September 30—first half of the fiscal year— 
shows revenues up by $103,300,000 over those of a year 
ago. Expenditures. including $100,000,000 for the 
Canada Council, were higher by $144,600,000, hence a 
half-year surplus of $231,500,000, compared with 
$272,800,000 in 1956. c 

The substantial revenue gain was provided almost 
entirely by personal and corporation income taxes. 
These dropped sharply in August and September, how- 
ever, as they did last year. What they do from here in 
will affect the whole picture. 

The Government saved about $10,000,000 on de- 
fense, but there were increases in cost of family al- 
lowané@es, and in the Departments of Veterans’ Af- 
fairs, Post Office, Transport (mostly air services) and 
Public Works (chiefly Trans-Canada Highway). 

Hon. Walter Harris budgeted last March for a sur- 
plus of $152,000,000 in the current fiscal year, after 
taking account of his tax changes. Allowing for the 
usual year-end payments, Mr. Fleming might hold on 
to $100,000,000. Figuring out what he could do by 
way of tax reduction offers a pleasing exercise. The 
Prime Minister promised reduction or removal of the 
car excise. The most widely beneficial relief would be 
in the personal income tax field, either through lower 
rates or higher exemptions. No harm to speculate; the 
Goyernment is pledged to do something by way of tax 
relief. —The Telegram.

Choice Is Really Up Jo Patient 
Should Fatty Tumors Be Removed? 

One of the cormmonest growths | 
the doctor sees in patients is a | 
fatty tumor called “lipoma.” For 
example, here is a letter received 
from a reader yesterday. 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Five 
months ago I had my gallbladder 
removed. I spoke to the doctor on | 
my first visit about a smal] growth | 
on my left side just above my waist 
line. It was about the size of a 
small fried egg sunnyside up, He’ 
looked at it and said it was a small 
fatty tumor and told me to forget 
about it. I had felt a little anxiety 
abou it for some ime, so I was re- 
leved. 

On one of my checkups after the 
gallbladder operation I mentioned 
the growth to the surgeon, He ex- 
amined it and suggested I haye | 
it removed within the next year. He 
was disappointed tnat he hacn't 
know about it before the gall- 
bladder operation as he would hive 
remoyed it, while I was still uncer 
the anesthetic, 

The growth doesn’t, bother me, 
Dr. Steincrohn, but I am confused 
as to the correct procedure. My 
family, doctor jokes ‘and tells me 
that if I’m not planning on enter- 
ing a beauty contest to forget. a- 
bout it. And I have lost confidence | 
in the surgeon. I fee] I need a 
third experienced opinion. Sincer- 
ely Mrs. R, JB.

As for your surgeon's reaction: 
many believe that fatty tumors. 
(even though small and not dan- 
gerous) should be remoyed before 
they become large and unsightly 
and irritating. I tell patients that 
the choice is really theirs. “If it 
bothers you in any way—physic- | 
ally or emotionally—nave it out. | 
Otherwise, you can forget about {t | 
until such time as it becomes e 
problem.” 

A fatty tumor under the left 
breast has no effect whatever on 
the heart. That is not the reason 
why your doctor told you to leave | 
it alone, Mrs. B. G. His reason 
probably fitted in with what I) 
have been advising in today’s col- | 
umn. 

We don't know what causes fat- 
ty tumors. Therefore we. don't | 
know just what effect low fat diets | 
might have on them. However, I 
believe most of us physicians know 
of no direch connection between | 
fat in the diet and lipomas Cut 
down on your fats only if you 
are overweight, 

Will fatty tumors continue to 
grow in size? Nobody can tell until 
it happens. When it does, there's 
time enough for surgery. As for 
your question: “How about the 
possibility of it turning into can- 
cer?” I do not recall ever having 
seen one such case in all my prac- 
tice. And I believe that all doctors |

Rightly or wrongly (there are many who feel it is 
wrong for reasons we'll consider later on) this legisla- 
tion exists and until it is changed, a refusal to permit

legally designated quarters for support of a proposed 


money bylaw. 


Such a refusal (or thinly-veiled evasion 


of a request for a vote on a money bylaw) is in bad 
taste and is more apt to prejudice a cause rather than 
aid it, even if the ratepayers themselves aren't especi- 
ally concerned about the amount of money involved... 
It is the unwillingness to be willing to allow established 
democratic procedure to function which is proving 
most aggravating, and is apt to do the cause great 


harm. 


Some of those people who oppose a vote of the 
ratepayers on the proposed grant to the Ross Memorial 
Hospital contend that such a vote is unfair because it 
only gives the landowner a say in such vital services 


as hospitals. 


This section of the town’s population 


would like to see a plebiscite on the proposed hospital 


debenture bylaw. 


They contend that they should be 


entitled to a say in this matter because if taxes go up, 


their rents will be similarly affected. 


Unfortunately, 


there is nothing in the law which provides for such an 
arrangments and money bylaws are to be submitted to 


ratepayers only. 


But what is even more unfortunate 


is the absolutely tactless way in which the situation 


has been (and is being) handled. 


The forces which 


oppose a vote of the ratepayers haven't had the good 
grace to advance reasons why the ratepeyers vote 
may be undesirable .. . they have simply evaded com- 
ing to grips with the situation and, by a series of 
maneuvres which reflect badly on some members of 
Council, have managed to thwart the vote proposal.

form of a money By-Law at the Municipal Election to 


be held in 1957 for the year. 

Notice of this motion was served 0. 
to Council several weeks ago at 
which time its full contents were 
made public. And, although all 
members of Council were aware of 
the motion’s contents and, although 
there has been time for any ob- 
jections to be discussed in Council 
and have them put right, nothing 
was done about this until last 
night. It seemed apparent to ob- 
servers that the move was delib- 
erate, conceived with the know- 
ledge that if the motion were al- 
lowed to be presented as Mr. Hut- 
ton had drafted it, there could be 
sufficient objections raised to make 
refusal to pass \t seem valid. 

After the motion had been pre- 
sented, fault was found with the 
fact that it covered all monies and 
grants to be given to the hospital 
out of the town’s coffers.

An estimated 855,000 person will 
be affected and the cost to the 
treasury will be $96,000,000 an- 
nually. 

The Commons last night passed 
a government amendment to the 
Old Age Security Act raising the 
pension by nine dollars. 

It also lowered the required resi- 
dence period from 20 to 10 years 
and raised the period of allow~ 
able absence from three to six 
months a year. 

Today the Commons will discuss 
three other Social Security amend- 
ments. 


They are the Old Age Assistance, 
Blind Persons and Disabled Per- 
sons Act, in all of which the Fed- 
eral government shares the cost

Editorial 


HARD TO FIND... 

Have you eyer had people stop you and tell you 
how difficult it is to locate streets and house numbers 
in Lindsay after night? Well. if you are in any branch 
of public service you probably will hear the complaint 

at some time or another if you haven't already done 

so. And, speaking from experience, we are in agree- 
ment: streets and house numbers are hard to locate 
here as compared with some centres. We have been 
in. 


We have often thought as we have listened to dif- 
ferent people refer to this matter, that someone with 
initiative and ingenuity could render the town a ser- 
vice and make himself a little money by introducing 
effective self-illuminating nameplates for streets and 
numbers fer houses. Failing this, maybe hydro could 
work out a plan for numbering poles or light standards 
similar to that done in some cities. Wouldn't this be 
“a whale of a lot” better than having to hail some 
stranger for direction or go up toa darkened house and 
peer at obscure numbers on an unlighted porch? While 
this was being done, the name of the street might be 
added for the guidance of strangers to town. 


THE CHANGING HOSPITAL SCENE 

The awaited hospitalization plan for Ontario which 
is now expected to go into effect in January 1959, is 
going to have a bearing on the future hospital require- 
ments of the province. This was the tenor of popular 
speculation since the hospital plan was first introduced 
and it was not without foundation as it has developed. 

Dr. Harvey Agnew, the man who has consulted 
with hospital officials at Lindsay regarding hospital 
expansion here, has made some predictions in connect- 
ion with future Ontario hospital requirements which 
ought to be taken into consideration by hospital auth- 
orities here. 

Dr. Agnew addressed the Ontario Hospital Asso- 
ciation this week and here are some of the things he 
envisaged in connection with hospital developments: 

Establishment of entire units designed solely 
for diagnostic purposes, heavily staffed by techni- 
cal personnel but without intensive nursing care. 

Heavier demands for four-bed and single 
rooms and less for home care of convalescent or 
sub-acutely ill patients. involving nurse and new 
administrative facilities. 

Accommodation of long-stay patients in a se- 

parate wing or building specially designed with 

recreational facilities. 

Increased numbers of private office accom- 
modation for doctors in hospitals. 

Increased emergency work caused by increas- 
ed indusirialization and a population which has 
forsaken human legs for balloon tires. 

More urology among men, brought on by in- 
creased longevity. Increased cancer treatment. 

Alterations in outpatient departments caused 
by reduced demand for their services as hospital 
insurance and diagnostic centres proved them else- 
where. 

Shifting emphasis in medical training to out- 

door clinics and televising of surgical techniques. 

Dr, Agnew said the biggest problem in hospital 
planning is not merely to be up to date, but to in- 
sure what is built now will be functionable for 60 
to 75 years. 

We wonder how these anticipated adjustments in 
hospitalization will affect present plans for expanding 
the Ross Memorial Hospital ... Will they call for an 
alteration of present expansion proposals or are we on 
the right track after all? This is something which 
should be determined before all else, is it not? 


MAYOR HICK RETIRES 

Mayor A.B. Hick has removed all doubts as to 
-his municipal polticial intentions in the coming term. . 
He won't be in the arena. The mayor's decision to 
retire surprised even many of his friends and certainly 
jolted local political circles. But then it shouldn't have 
been entirely unexpected, 

His Worship has served on Lindsay's Council in 
various capacities for many years, years which have 
meant that a great deal of the time which he might 
have preferred to devote to his young family was given 
over to serving the community. .Jt is natural that he 
should feel the desire to be free of the many duties at- 
tached to the mayoralty and be free to live a life re- 
moved from public service with its many “after-hours” 
demands. 

A man who deyotes a number of years to public 
service gets to know quite a lot about people and there 
are few places where he may get a better knowledge of 
community affairs. During those years he does things 
which both win him acclaim and criticism and he learns 
quickly that it is almost impossible to please all of the 
people all of the-time. 

Mayor Hick has had his share of political buffeting 
and has been up against some pretty thorny problems 
since he took office. He has been attacked for some 
of his stands on public issues but he has stood by his 
convictions and no one can qaurrel with that. .1f aman 
believes in something and he courageously holds to 
his convictions, he is unique in this day when altogether 
too many people are willing to “let George’ even make 
up their own minds for them. : 

On the eve of Mayor Hick’s retirement from Coun- 
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cil we compliment him on his contribution to the politi- 
cal life of the community and hope he will have some 
interesting moments observing his stccessor, 

And so we prepare to add another name to the 
growing list of worthy citizens who have helped lead 
the town since its inception 100 years ago. Mayor 
Hick has the distinction of having been mayor for this 
1957 centennial term, a memorable experience. 


FROM Other Pens... 


A WINTER ELECTION MIGHT BE WHAT IS NEEDED 
The Liberals have advanced the date of the party 
convention by eight days—from January 22nd to Jan- 
uary. 14th. 
a This would suggest that the official Opposition is 
‘taking no chances on a possible snap election that 
might be held while the party was leaderless. There 
is talk of a pre-Christmas election—which, if we are 
going to have it, will be known by the thme this is being 
read—but there are widespread doubts about the goy- 
ernment being so precipitate. This does not, however, 
dispose of the question of a winter election; despite our 
so-called inclement winter weather BNERE have been 
winter elections in the past. 

The debate on the Speech from the Throne demon- 
strates that the Liberals are not prepared to provide 
the government with an excuse for an early vote. Af- 
ter the debacle of last June it is natural that the party 
will want some little time to reorganize, even after a 
new leader has been elected; and the surest way the 
official Opposition knows for obtaining the necessary 
breathing space is to refrain from giving the govern- 
ment an excuse for dissolution in an adverse vote. 

However, an adverse yote is not a requisite for dis-- 
solution in a situation where the government is work- 
ing on a minority representation in the House. The 
Prime Minister, on the theory of striking while the iron 
is hot and while the Liberals still are more or less at 
sixes and sevens might decide that an election prior to 
the heretofore expected May date would be desirable 
from the point of view of the party fortunes. Bad 
weather, after all, cuts both ways in an election. 

The question is whether the Liberals can, for very 
long, continue to criticise the government without ex- 
pressing their cr cm in a more concrete manner 
through an adverse vote. There is such a thing as 
“face” to be considered and, as it is, the party has not 
shown up too well in the Throne Speech debate. 

A winter vote probably would be the best for all 
concerned. Jt is pretty well conceded, even by the 
more rabid Libera] supporters, that the chances of the 
government obtaining an over-all majority in an early 
election are bright in the extreme. The June yote dem- 
onstrated, of course, that election forecasting is a pre- 
carious business but two miracles within the space of 
a year is too much for the Liberals to hope for. 

It is not the healthiest situation imaginable for 
the government to be dependent upon any opposition 
element for its continued existance. Hence, the sooner 
the political air is cleared the better for the country.

MERCHANTS OF FEAR 

There has always been a measure of unemploy- 
ment in Canada during the winter months; and the 
coming winter will be no exception. But a considerable 
number of Canadians—including some, we regret to 
Say, in important positions—seem determined that 
there should be more than a measure of unemployment 
this winter. They are saying that there will be half 
amillion jobless—possibly more—and, of course, that 
is the best way to make sure that there really are half 
a million jobless. Let people fear mass unemployment, 
and mass unemployment will alniost certainly result. 

It is a matter of confidence. When people are 
frightened, they stop spending; when business is 
frightened, it stops expanding; when possessors of 
capital, small or large, are frightened, they stop invest- 
ing. And thus, the very thing they were frightened of, 
comes about. That is why President Roosevelt told 
the American people in his first inaugural address, at 
the pit of the prewar depression, “The only thing we 
have to fear is fear itself’. 

What, exactly, is the reason for all of this unem- 
ployment talk—indeed, this depression talk—one hears 
in Canada today? The long stock market decline 
that caused the gloom. The stock market simply re- 
flects what people are feeling—even, or especially, if 
those feelings are absurd, 

Perhaps a partial answer is to be found in the ex- 
cessively close association of Canada’s economy with 
that of the United States. We go up with the U.S., we 
go donw with the U.S.; and when, as is happening now, 
the U.S. is uncertain or troubled, their trouble and their 
uncertainty infect us. Here is one very good reason 
why, as the Diefenbaker Government is urging, we 
should spread more of our business around among 
other countries. | 

Certainly another partial explanation of the gloom 
may be found in the wage-price inflation that has been 
going on since the end of the war. Having done little 
or nothing to stop this inflation, having all too often 
condoned or even encouraged it, politicians and busin- 
essmen now fear it is unstoppable, and can only end 
by running its headlong course into the ground. 

This newspaper emphatically disagrees. Had poli- 
ticilans and businessmen spoken frankly and cated cour- 
ageously, inflation would have been checked long since. 
Frank words and courageous actions could check it 
even now. How striking is was that immediately after 
Premier Frost had spoken up, and incited others to 
speak up, against the harm being done to Canada by 
our premium dollar, the premium started to shrink. 
There was something more than a coincidence here. 
By Saying something that needed to be said, Mr. Frost 
sparked a reaction that immediaely benefited the whole 
Canadian economy.

CREDIT WHERE NEEDED 
Official intimation that an easier credit policy is being 
inaugurated has been given by Prime Minister Defen- 


baker in his telecast to the Canadian Beatle this week. 
Noting the Government has made av ailable $150, 000,- 
000 to stimulate home building, Mr. Diefenbaker said: 
“We shall, of course, be dealing with the problem in a 
broader way as our legislative program expands in 
Parliament.” i 

In the Prime Minister! s opinion, the adverse effects 
of tight money have been most severe among persons 
interested in low and middle cost housing. In this area, 
he said, “credit restrictions had virtually nullified the 
rights of prospective home owners under the National 
Housing Act’. ‘Not only was tight money creating un- 
employment, it was “impeding the normal development 
of our most precious asset—the average young Cana- 
dian family.” 

The PM's remarks give some substance to the sug- 
gestion, reported in Toronto ‘real estate circles, that 
down payments for NHA-financed home purchases 
may be cut as low as 10 per cent. At present the mort- 
gage maximum is 80 per cent, though in practice the 
full amount is not quite covered. A mortgage maxi- 
mum of 90 per cent would mean that purchasers with 
$2,000 would be eligible, whereas up to now such a 
person required $3,000. That this would bring a con- 


siderable increase of prospective purchasers into the»

Soon they 
will be paralyzed and will die, and soon we shall get 
more patients. I hear that one village is packed with 
laughing men and women” 

The disease is elieved to be hereditary an it 
causes degeneration of part of the brain. Investigation 
is being conducted by the New Guinea administration 
and a cure or effectivd treatment is sought. Laughter, 
we thought, was always the sign of human happiness 
among the sane but now, sadly we must accept that for 
an unhappy few laughter is a cry of despair.

they would be on an open highway in conditions which 
lend themselves to the type of head-on collision which 
killed six near Sudbury, jwhich interested Mr. Roberts 
so much. 

There have been a number of preventives suggest- 
ed by Mr. Roberts for such ‘crack-ups’ — crack-downs 
being among them. A summary of them al] sounds 
something like this> a crack-down by the Ontario Pro- 
vincial Police. psvcho-analysis for drivers to find out 
if they are mentally maladjusted, a national-action plan 
and an annual test for drivers.

Started In ‘57 

Th first train service here was 
inaugurated in 1857. The year 
previous the construction of the 
Midland Railway was begun, start- | 
ing fram Port Hope, by way of 
Millbrook and Bethany to Lindsay.

A SIMPLE CURE 
| FOR DIZZINESS 


Here is a tip from a 76-year-olel 


patient on how to cure dizziness. 
\ rb brings home this point: rule oui 
| simple causes before going into a 
long expensive investigation of 
| the trouble. 

Dear Dr, Steincrohn; I am wait- 
ing in reference to your column a- 
bout dizziness in people from 40 to 
60 years old. 

1 am now 76 yeal's old and when 
I was about 30 years old I visited 
my father’s cousin (about 85 
years old) in New York State and 
) heard her say this: “I had dizay 
| spells; a long time and also stom- 
| ache trouble when I was 45 years 
| tors without success, Then I went. 
to one more doctor who told me 
that no medicine that he could 
give me would help 
me to get a pair of glasses to fit 
my eyes and wear them at all 
times, I did that and within a 
| few day, my dizziness and stom- 
ach trouble went away for good," 


I always remembeied what she 
said because I thought I might get 
that way myself when I got older, 
And at 45 I did! The dizzy spells 
came on gradually and my stomach 
would not digest my food properly 
T though my eyes were OK, Be- 
sides I didn't want to wear glass- 
cs. 

One eyening at supper I ate a 
| good meal and as long as I sat still 
‘I was OK. When I got up from the 
table I immediately got a dizzy 
spell, I had to get down on the 
floor and crawl to bed. My eyes 
were foggy and 1 was dizzy enough 
to feel drunk, ' 

I got glasses the next day and 
haven't been bothered with a diz- 
zy spell in 30 years, Some doctors 
don't know this. If it ie of any use 
to you, I give you permission to 


use it in your column, Sincerely

ANSWER; Your letter is a gra- 


phic example of how many of us, 
if we become careless, may over- 
look the simple remedy right” in 
front of our nose. Most doctors 
know that eye-muscle imbalance is 
not an uncommon cause of dizzi- 
ness, Yet sometimes we put the 
patient “through .the diagnostic 
works" before we turn to the eyes 
as a possible cause of the trouble. 

T recall a malcd we had years ago 
who was a “chronic complainer.’ 
She seemed healthy enough, but 
there wasn’t a day, when asked 
how she felt, that she didn’t an- 
swer: “Y just don't know what's 
the trouble with me. I feel all 
right when I'm in bed sleeping or 
resting; but when I get to moving 
around I get sick in my stomach 
and dizzy.”

I was a freshman in high school. 
I had a leading role in the oper- 
etta and was a failure because of 
a@ sore throat. My father also has 
been very hard on me all my life. 

My brother was in a mental 
‘hospital nine years ago but is fine) 
now. I love my husband and pre- 
cious three-year-old daughter. I 
could not bear to leave them. If 
ever I must go to an institution | 
I will not get well as I get terribly 
upset when I even think of being 
a menta} patient. Please, Dr. Stein- | 
crohn, answer my letter in private. |

LOWER CHOLESTHROL 
Dear Dr. Sleinershn: Do you 
advise corn ol] in the treatme | 
of a high level blood cholesterol?

ANSWER: Tt Is too early to be. 
sure, Nevertheless, IT am reading 
more and more reports which In- 
dicate that we may have a clue.| 
But we will need more evidence | 
than we haye at present. | 
For example; T have come across 
another interesting report on the 
effects of corn oil on cholesterol 
metabolism. The study was made! 
by Dr. Louis Tobian and Naip Tuna} 
of University of Minnesota. Tt 
was a small series: not conclusive, 
but suggestive. ' 
Of 23 patients who were given | 
one ounce of the corn oil three 
times a day, 70 per cent had a 15! 
per cent drop in serum cholesterol | 
values, They found that the ay- 
erage cholesterol level was 238 mgs | 
per cent, before treatment; and 
only 182 mg. per cent during the 
corn oil regime. The doctors also 
sald that 28 per cent of patients 
with angina pectoris improved on | 
this treatment none were made 
worse.

Toronto, Noy, 5—(BUP)—Lloyd 
Jasper, President of the Ontario | 
Federation of Agricuiture, sald to- | 
day that orderly marketing of farm — 
products, to be effective, must be | 
buttressed by “orderiy production 
and orderly tariff protection.” 

Jasper told the opening session 
of the Federation's three-day an- 
nual meeting in Toronto, ‘you may 
have orderly marketing with good 
prices, But where will that lead 
you? It will lead you straight to 
over-production. 

He said that well-managed mar- 
keting and production would be 
useless “if our stabilized and high- 


priced markets are flooded with 
Imports subsidized by foreign gov- 
ernments, These three areas are 
highly intertrelated and to con- 
trol one You must control all three, 
or to control two, you ‘must control 
all three.” b : 

Jasper warned the farmer-dele- 
gates that farm policy in Canada 
“must be such that it does not 
create over-production. Such’ pol- 
icles, which are developing in the 
United States, only lead to a dead- 
end.” 

He added that farmers’ costs are 
soaring and the net income picture 
was “still unsatisfactory.”

BUT IT IS BETTER BUSINESS 
AND MORE EXPEDIENT POLITICALLY 

The following dispatch from Toronto will be of in- 
terest to municipal councillors all over Ontario: 


“Toronto --(BUP)-- Mr. Justice J. L. Me- 
Lennan ruled yesterday against a newspaper 
editor’s application to inspect a London, Ontario 


city council report on annexation. 

The Judge declared in a written judgment 
that a Municipal Council does not have to produce 
all of its documents and records for public in- 
specuion. 

Application to inspect the report was made by 
Arthur R. Ford, Editor-in-chief of the London Free 
Press.” 

It has long been known that there are provisions 
in municipal law which gives Councils the right to ex- 
clude the press from meetings but the ruling referred 
to above makes it possible for Councils, if they choose, 
to close vet another door on public business. However, 
we doubt if many thoughtful municipal politicians 
would exercise such a right, knowing full well that they 
would find it more expedient politically to be open with 
the press and the public, Experience has shown that 
the public strenuously objects to, secrecy in public 
matters and the fact that a Chief Justice rules that is

Dear Dr. Steinchron. 
great interest your cholumn and 
enjoy it 10 those like 
myself who are too busy and don’t 
have the opportunity to “chat over 
the back fence’ so to speak, your 
sound talks are most eagerly wel- 
comed, 

Would you please give me (and 
there must be others) some advice 
—or do’s and don'ts concerning 
varicose veins? Every so often 
mine “sting” in spots end I've been 
told that means another little vein | 
has ruptured. I have visited a few | 
doctors to get more than one opin- 
ion on treatment Each doctor 
would have operated or treated me 
in a different way One would have } 
cut and tied the vein Another 
would have “stripped” oul the non- 
functioning vein completely. AS 
this operation is more of an ex- 
pense than I can at present afford, 
\z have put it off. 

Needless to say, I am completely | 
puzzled. Each doctor seemed to 
|contradict the other, not knowing | 
I had been to the cther. Please | 
let me hear from you in your col- 
umn, Thank you, Mrs M. S. 

ANSWER: The management of 
varicose veins has changed since I | 
first began to practice in the 
twenties. I remember that the 
| main staple of treatment used to 
be Ace. bandages. “Put the band- 
age-on. before you-get out of bed 
in the morning; don’t take it off 
until you: get into bed at night.” 
We also used to ask varicose pat- 
ients to elevate thei legs a few 
times during the day “to help fight | 
gravity” so the blood would have 
‘an easier time getting back up the 
leg. 

Then, after a few years, came 
treatment by injecting the veins | 
with ‘sclerosing solutions. However, 
there were too many recurrences. 
Surgeon, then developed the mod- 
ern treatment: tying off the large | 
| vein high up in the thigh; or act- | 
| ually stripping it and cutting it 
out The results of the newer treat- 

ments have been much more satis- ; 
factory; nevertheless there are 
still recurrences afzer operation. 
| What is very important is for the | 
{surgeon to correctly assess the 
| present function of the leg veins. 
The decision on whether or not 
| to operate often depends upon the 
} results of a function tests we call | 
the Trendelenburg Test. Ask a good | 
surgeon to perform this test. If 
he recommends operation, I would | 
abide by his decision.

depths of despair. The influence 
of these missionaries, Dr, and Mrs 
Myers and Dr. and Mrs. Logan, 
had a permanent influence on his 
life. He became a Christian and 
his life was changed from sorrow 
to cheerfulness. When he would 
not renounce the Christian Faith 
he was driven from the home of 
his uncle and alienated from his 


entire family connection. During 
his second year al college he was 
stricken with tuberculosis (very 


common disease {n Japan in those 
early days. During this period he 
wrote his first book.’ Though only 
partially recovered from the disease, 
he entered Coby Theological College 
to study for the Minis' During 
the second world war, Dr. Kagawa 
was imprisoned for opposing the 
war in China. Dr. Myers also was 
imprisoned and was given “the wa- 
ter treatment” which resulted in 
his legs becoming gangerous, and 


they had to be amputated, and hej 


died soon after. Dr. Kagawa at all 


times pleaded the cnuse of the la-) 


bouring man and at all times re 


jected the Red program of Com- 
munism, Through great sacrifice 
and suffering he wiped the glums 
of Tokyo. He instituted “Farm Gos- 
pel Schools” and adapted many 
American techniques. He has carried 
on as many as 17 full-time Evan- 
gelistic Centres.

tives are “worse off” than they used 
to be. 

The management expert told the 
annual conference of the aCnadian 
Tax Foundation that the executive 
is a man “generally in the higher 
salaried ranks, a decision maker;

Fails To Receive 
Official Blessing 


Reports Indicate Confusion Rife 


The Camden Deyelopment pro- 
position has boomeranged, or in 
other words it has been frowned 
on by the Department of Munici~ 
pal Affairs. Mayor Hick summed 
up the situation at Monday even- 
ing’s meeting of Council. He said, 
in speaking of the Lindsay Indus- 
trial Site and its present outlook 
with the Camden Co., “I feel we 
are rather going backwards.” 

The above disclosure was made 
by Chairman of Lindsay's Indus- 
trial Committee (Mayor Hick) near 
the close of this week’s committee 
meeting. 

It seemed to somewhat dismay 
members of Council and here is 
how the situation was handled. 

Chairman Mayor Hick opened 
the discussion by remarking on the 
contents of a letter received from 
Camden Developments. This let- 
ter stateq in part: Early in 
1957, we hoped to start construc- 
tion (on the Industrial Site) and) 
we would like to ask Council what: 
has been decided” This was in 
Tegard to the acquisition of the 
25 acres on the eastern boundary 
of the site and including the 
Haines Auto Wreckers yard which 
is in the process of being exprop- 
riated. The letter continued by 
noting that Companythe underod 
there were many problems in con- 
nection with the acquisition of the 
25 acres but expressed the opinion 
these could be solyeq in spite of 
delays. 

“We believe in the soundness of 
the Development and its future,” 
the letter further advised. 

It was then that Mayor Hick 
stated “I feel we are rather going 
backwards somewhat in trying to 
noting that the company understood 
den Co. and also in trying to get 
services to this 25 acres. It appears 
we cannot work the local im- 
provement plan on these services. 
When we get established services 
there (water, sewer, etc.) I feel 
we can talk to Camden and make 
out a new agreement. He further 
emphasized his opinion on these 
services, saying that “we've. got 
to have services over there—there 
js a lob of money involved, pos- 
sibly $100,000. The only thing 1 
think is to charge this against 
the property” (making the selling 
price more per acre). “IT think the 
Clerk should be instructed to write 
Camden Developments and _ tell 
them that we intend to go ahead 
with them) but I think the ser- 
vices have got to be considered, 

Referring to Engineer Timber- 
lake, Chairman Hick asked if the 
seryices to the Industrial Site were 
being planned in a three-stage in- 
stallation of 20 acres each. Mr. 
Timberlake affirmed they were. 

Mayor Hick: “Now we've got to 
change our thinking.” 

Councillor Peirce; “As the agree- 
ment with the Camden Company 


is inconsistent with Municipal Act, 
we are not allowed to sell all the 
Jand” (25 acres) to Camden. 

Mayor Hick once again expressed 
the opinion that it was obvious 
that the Committee had to con- 
cern itself with the installation of 
services to the Industrial Site, ad- 
ding the sewer and water rate esti- 
mates in this regard will be ready 
this, week. He further disclosed that 
these services were planned to run 
through the centre of the Site 
from the south end. 

Ft was at this point that the 
whole matter was clarified, the 
Mayor saying “We can’t get the 
authority from the Department to 
sell Camden 25 acres. The Depart- 
ment turned it down. 

Secretary-manager Ed. May of 
Lindsay's Chamber of Commerce: 
“In making application to the De- 
, partment it was neglected to say 
in the agreement that Camden in- 


tended to construct a building on 


the property which gave the town 
@ guarantee of tax revenue.

Engineer Timberlake explained 
that when he and other members 
of the Committee waited on the 
Department of Municipal Affairs 
in regard to this Camden project, 
they were told by the Department 
that there was to be no lease or 
no liens of any kind on this prop- 
erty in question. 

Councillor Russell Lamb, (per- 
plexed) —“Why can’t we sell this 
land to Camden and let them go 
on alone?” 

Mayor Hick: “This matter should 
be cleaned up. This agreement with 
Camden was passed by the Town 
the Industrial Commit- 
tee and The Camden Company to 
the Department of Municipal af- 
fairs. We had a letter back say- 
ing the Department cannot ap- 


prove the agreement. The Depart- 
ment don’t like the Town selling 
25 acres of land for Jndustrial 
speculation. In the meantime 
we've got to start proceeding to get 
the services to that area The esti- 
mates will be completed in a few 
days. ; 

Councillor Hutton: “I move we 
reply to Camden saying we will 
haye another meeting with them.” 

Councillor Polito— “There are 
conflicting reports, one thinks it 
can be done (make anothtr agree- 
ment with Camden) while Mr. 
Timberlake says it cant. I don't 
ait on the Industrial Committee so 
I don’t understan what goes on 
there,” he summed up_ 

‘The upshot of me whole discus- 
sion ended in a motion by Holtom- 
Hutton that a letter be sent to the 
Camden Co. stating that a three- 
way meeting is being planned with 
members of the Town Council, 
Representatives of the Camden 
Company and the Department of 
Municipal Affairs, regarding a new 
and satisfactory agreement.

“Reaboro Mother Carries 
Tots From Burning Home 


Actress Faints 
After Stepping 
From Aircraft 


New York, Nov. 12 — (BUP) — 
Actress Marie (the body) McDon- 
ald fainted today when she ar- 
rived at New York International 
Airport after a flight from Los An- 
geles that was interrupted for two 
hours because of her illness. 

Th mink-clad blonde, said she 
fainted because she had a “stab- 
bing pain in her right side” as a 
result-of Asiatic flu. 

She was so ill on the plane last 
night that the pilot was forced to 
make an unscheduled landing in 
Denver, while Miss McDonald re- 
ceived medical treatment. 

“The doctor advised me to re- 
majn in Denver but I refused be- 
cause I had to get to New York 
to fulfill my commitments,” she 
said. 

She slumped to the ground ‘in 
an enclosed ramp area shortly after 
stepping off the plane. She re- 
vived quickly and was taken to a 
private room for examination by 
the airport physician.

A STRANGER IN OUR MIDST... 

When you live in one place for a long time you 
tend to take certain things for granted... you assume 
that everything is in good hands and going along on 
an even keel... in fact you sometimes lapse into a 
state of acceptance which borders on complacency 
and often become unobseryant to a greater or lesser 
degree. But let a stranger come into your midst and 
he is apt to make some observations which start you 
thinking. 

Just this week we had a visitor in the oftice from 
Whitby and he happened to arrive in town about the 
same time that one of Lindsay’s fire trucks was re- 
sponding to a call. As he watched the fire truck make 
its way down Kent St., he was surprised to note that it 
was experiencing unwonted delays at intersections 
where traffic signals were functioning. When he came 
into the editorial office of this newspaper he remarked 
on the situation and observed that many centres have 
their traffic signals so controlled that when there is a 
fire call or other emergency, they flash red in all direct- 
jons, thus halting the normal flow of traffic. This made 
passage of the fire truck through the s als unimped- 
ed (or nearly so), saying it time on its mission. He won- 
dered why Lindsay didn't have an arrangement of this 
kind. 

We didn’t have the answer so we ask the question: 
Why don’t we? 

ALL IS NOT LOST AFTER ALL! 

Well, the ‘worst’ has happened and it doesn’t 
appear to be so bad after all. A few days ago we heard 
of some laments being voiced concerning the remoyal 
of a strip of concrete from the sidewalk along both 
sides of Downtown Kent Street. There was apparently 
a pessimistic feeling among the authors of these la- 
ments that all was going to be lost .. . that all the 
good which had been done was to be undone, and all 
for the sake of allowing natural gas services to be in- 
stalled. 

Wednesday morning we took a look at the down- 
town Kent St. work which was by then in progress. It 
really didn’t look nearly so depressing as the reports 
we had heard would have led us to believe. As a matter 
of fact when we saw how the situation was being hand- 
led we were inclined to search out the contractor and 
compliment him. The strip of concrete which is being 
taken up is first cleanly cut through on both sides with 
a concrete saw and then removed in such a manner 
that there are no jagged edges. After this, the neces- 
sary excavation is made, the transmission line laid, fill 
restored and topped with sand which is packed in the 
cut to a height which allows room for a temporary as- 
phalt fill. When this is tampered into ulace and any re- 
maining debris cleaned up, the sidewalk is considered 
restored as much as possible until spring. By this time it 
is expected that the necessary “‘settling” will have taken 
place and town officials report the gas company has 
given assurances that it will remove the temporary 
fill and replace it with a permanent concrete mix which 
will at least restore the side wallet to its original con- 
dition. 

Progress is painful and often disrupting. It dis- 
turbs the even tenor of things and as long as we are 
to progress, we must accept the fast that nothing can 
be considered permanent, inalterable or immune from 
being conditioned to the need of the moment. When 
we do that we endorse progress and contribute to it, 
and conversely when we hold that change will bring 
certain disaster, we may someday stand in the way of 
developments which would have ultimately benefitted 
us. 


Special mention might be made at this time also 
of the fact that the major disruption to the north side 
of the sidewalk was timed to coincide as fully as pos- 
sible with the Wednesday half holiday. 


IT WILL BE HARD TO CONVINCE 
A LOT OF PEOPLE NOW.... 

It will be hard to convince a lot of people in Lindsay 
and other parts of Ontario today that they are being 
kept fully-informed on what is taking’ place in the 
heavens above them. What they saw in the northern 
sky on Sunday evening has convinced them that there 
may be more going on up there than they have been 
told about, assuming, of course, that those expected to 
know are in a position to tell them. 

Usually, when a strange object is seen in the sky, 
it is declared to be a weather balloon and that ends it. 
Sometimes the explanation is plausible enough and 
most people have come to recognize a weather balloon 
in flight now so that they really do not need to be told 
it is one. However, there are other times when myste- 
rious flying objects cannot be so easily explained away. 
Sunday’s phenomenon was one of those that couldn't 
be mistaken for a weather balloon, A level-headed 
Lindsay resident was attracted by a bright object in the 
northern sky just about the time the sun was setting. 
Watching it, the observer declared that it appeared to 
have an arc of ‘ess brilliant light below it. According 

_ to this witness, the object hovered for a minute or two 
in the sky, then appeared to take on the shape of a 
rocket, began to emit puffs of smoke and disappeared 
in a northerly direction at a terrific speed. By the time 
our attention had been called to the mysterious object 
the only evidence that it had existed was sizeable patch 
of smoke in the sky. And it did appear more like 
smoke than anything else... just like a big puff of 
smoke high up in the heavens ... it had no resem- 
blance whatsoever to a vapor trail. It hung there until 
fading light obscured it. A little later in the evening 
we were told of an object in the sky which appeared to 
be travelling in a southwesterly direction. We checked 
and sure enough (here it was—a brilliant object (bright- 
er than any star and higger) and moving along at a 
good clip. It disappeared below the horizon. 

Since the phenomenon was seen in other parts 
of the province, and since those who saw it refuse to 
concede that it had anything to do with weather hal- 
loons, and since (quote BUP Dispatch) ‘no official

explanation is forthcoming in Toronto so far about the. 
identity of a flying object seen over the city near sun- 
set yesterday”, we can only speculate on the extent to 
which we are being “kept in the dark’’ or how little 
those in authority really know about what is going on 
in space. 


NEWSPAPERS AHEAD IN POLL 

In spite of the progress which has been made by 
radio and television in the field of news coverage, the 
great majority of people still depend on their daily 
newspapers as the chief source df news. This was 
conclusively proven in a careful and exhausive survey’ 
made by the Kingston Whig-Standard in the city of 
Kingston,

one-sided. Y 

Of the men who answered, 74% said newspapers 
were their main source of news; radio came next with 
16% and television trailed with 10% 

Perhaps because women spend more time in the 
home and have more ready access to radio and tele- 
vision, there was some yariation in their answers. For 
66% chose newspapers as their chief source, 26% voted 
for radio and 8% for television. 

Another interesting bit of information secured was 
that 25% of the readers spent one hour at their news- 
papers, while 41% spent half an hour. The others were 
either below or above that spread in time. 

The position of the newspaper was further em- 
phasized when those, queried were asked whether, 
when they heard an interesting news item on radio or 
television, they made a special point of turning to their 
newspaper for confirmation of further details. Ap- 
proximately 90% answered that they did. 

This survey points clearly to the fact that people 
who wish to be well informed on events taking place 
in their community, their country and the world turn 
almost automatically to their newspaper as a source 
of news.

MUNICIPAL ROAD NEEDS UNDER STUDY, 
SURVEY EXPECTED TO TAKE TWO YEARS 

The ink was hardly dry on the massive report “A 
Plan For Ontario Highways”, the title under which the 
findings of the Highway Needs Study were published 
recently, when the Department of Highways began a 
similar type of study of the engineering requirements 
of the streets and roads in the cities, towns, villages, 
counties and townships of Ontario. y 

The study may take up to two years to complete 
and will cover an examination of the present needs in 
such areas—as well as projecting these needs ahead 
for the next twenty years. 

“The extensive demands faced by municipal roads 
and streets still remain insufficiently known”, stated 
Highways Minister James N. Allan when announcing 
the study. “An appraisal of these demands will pro- 
vide a long-needed guide to administration at all levels.” 

Department of Highways staff will co-ordinate and 
implement the survey with advice and assistance from 
local authorities all over the Province, who will be ask- 
ed to provide road inventory information plus road 
and street traffic data,

G. M. Nefield, principal of Hugh John Macdonald 
School in Winnipeg, faced with potential drop-outs in 
grades eight and nine and perturbed at the general slop- 
piness of the teen-agers in this group faced his pro- 
blems squarely and came up with an imaginative solu- 
tion that worked.

He dis- 
pensed with formal examinations — they didn't keep 
pupils in school nor did they contribute to*good man- 
ners and proper deportment In dress .and behaviour, 
Assignment sessions were drawn ‘up and pupils were 
allowed to progress at their own natural rate. 
was supplemented with what amounted to individual 
instruction, 

He claims that the job atmosphere soon had the 
students wearing shirts, ties and business clothes. 
Good manners and grooming were stressed; students 
had to come to school dressed and groomed as though 
they were going to work in some office. Hair had to 
be combed, shoes had to be shined, shirts and collars 
and ties worn by the boys. They began to take some 
pride in their appearance an to act in a more mature 
way. Mr. Newfield observed that “perhaps, the fact 
that they looked good from the outside made them 
feel good on the inside”. \ 

The typical school slouch disappeared and so too 
the slacks, jeans and sweaters. With these went the 
rough and tumble habits which tended to make so 
much of their school work meaningless.

First report of the two mys- 
terious manifestations came 
around 5.30 when a newspaper- 
man drew up opposite 102 
Glenelg St. W. after a trip into 
Victoria County. He was ac- 
companied by a friend who no- 
ticed his neighbour Miss 
Hazel Freeman - - looking 
skyward. “What Ig it. . | Sput- 
nik?” he asked the newsman 
who until then hadn't noticed 
the sky-gazer. 

Quickly crossing the 


street

standing, the pair asked what 
was attracting her attention. 
Before she could explain, they 
spotted what appeared to be a 
puff of smoke high in the sky. 
And then she explained . . . 
Her attention had been at- 
tracted by a bright object in 
the sky with what wppeared to 
be an aro of lesser brilliance 
below it. As she watched, the 
mystery object seemed to take 
on the form of a rocket, em- 
itted several puffs of smoke 
and disappeared in a northerly 
direction al a terrific speed. 
So fast did it travel thal Miss 
Freeman sald there wasn’t 
time for her neighbour— Ken 
Western—to properly train his 
field glasses on it. And there 
she stood, still gazing at the 
disappearing smoke and baf- 
Sled by what she had seen. 

A cheek with British United 
Press, Toronto, a few minutes 


later revealed they had heard 
nothing of any mysterious fly- 
ing objects.

“Now, Where is the law .....’”? 


Editor, Tae Daily Post: 

Sir: 

There is more than the Town of 
Lindsay involved in a grant to the 
Hospital Enlargement Plan. There 
is a County grant also. Wardea 
Ada Greaves promised at a. Town 
Council. meeting that if Lindsay 
paid its part, the County was pre- 
pared to folloow. 

A farmer resident of Ops Twp- 
asked when the farmers were go- 
ing to vote on the Hospital By- 
law? The answer was “Just as soon 
ag the farmers “order” them to 
do it through their Township 
Councils—otherwise Warden Ada 
Greaves said you would pay up. 
if Lindsay did!” 

“And who (in Ops) is going to 
take orders from her” was the re- 
ply. Perhaps others think the same. 
So there you are farmers; either 
get out and tell your Township 
Council as you elect them for an- 
other year, to take a vote of the 
farmers on that grant, and ask 
them for their gift—but don’t ever 
order farmerg in Victoria County 
to hand it over without their con- 
sent. Farmers stick together lke 
glue when anybody tries to get 
their money out of their pockets 
by force. 

(Bylaw No. 7 Orillia News Letter) 

A by-law to amend by-law No. 
3265 to provide for the increase 
of the annual grant and mainten- 
ance fund for the suvport and aid 
of a band or bands of music in the 
Town of Orillia for the year 1958.

ation of the Town of Orillia,

REACTION ... 

There hag been considerable re- 
action to the editorial whieh ap- 
peared in Tuesday’s edition rela- 
tive to the Chamber of Commerce 
and the Lindsay Municipal Coun- 
cil. Some of the reaction wag very 
strongly worded, but the general 
concensus of opinion seemed to be 
that it had been correctly stated 
that there could be no alliance 
between the Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Town Counoil. 

The feeling was expressed by 
several people we heard from that 
there was a growing trend in Lind- 
say toward heading up organiza- 
tions for private gain and self- 
aggrandisement rather than a sin- 
cere desire to give service to the 
community. Those who voiced 
this belief also spoke out strongly 
in favour of doing everything pos- 
sible to discourage people who are 
so minded from getting into public 
life. One caller even went as far 
as to suggest that directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce should not 
be considered eligible material for 
Town Council because of, possible 
conflicting allegiances. They also 
urged that the two bodies be kept 
entirely separate insofar as was 
humanly possible, guarding at all 
times against Chamber of 
merce members or those of any 
other organization, gaining a bal- 
ance of power in Council. 

It seemed to be the concensus of 
opinion that this “thing had been 
building up for several years and 
it was a good job it has been brok- 
en wide open.” 

Let it be said that those who 
were of the opinion outlined above, 
did not seek injury to the Chamber 
of Commerce or any other organ- 
ization... they merely wanted to 
guard against pirates boarding “the 
ship of state.” The Chamber of 
Commerce, all agreed, had a very 
real place in the community but 
ft should be divorced completely 
from Town Council.

A $400,000 debenture issue is 
needed to assure that the expansion 


to the Ross; Memorial Hospital will: 


go ahead. Campaign Chairman R. 1. 
Moore told County Council this 
morning that $300,000 of the. re- 
quired $400,000 debenture issue is 
urgently needed. 

A motion by Reeve John Jenkins 
of Mariposa and Deputy-reeve 
Joseph Holtom of Lindsay summed 
up the ‘reaction of the Councll 
to the request. This motion stated 
that expression was made of a 
very hearty thank you to all mem- 
berg of the Expansion Fund Com- 
mittee and to all others who had 
assisted, for their successful efforts 
in raising the large sum of money 
now at hand. 

The motion received unanimous 
approval. Reeve Jenkins had point- 
ed out that the $544,000 which 
the Commiltee has on hand in 
cash and pledges, by public sub- 
scription will be saved in taxation. 
In this connection it was learned 
from Campaign Chairman Col. R.1, 
Moore's statement in addressing 
the Council that over $300,000 of 
this is cash on hand. 

“Por the benefit of all, I as- 
sure the deputation here present 
(from the R.M.H,) that their 
quest will receive very favourable 
consideration.” These were the 
words of "Warden Ada Greaves in 
summing up the reaction of County

RAILWAY WAGE DEMANDS AND FREIGHT RATES 

The non-operating employees of Canadian rail- 
roads want an hourly wage increase of 35 cents which, 
amounts to an additional $100,000,000 in wage costs. 
The announcement of the unions’ demands are still 
trying to get freight rate increases to cover the last 
round of wage increases. 

Under the present methods of establishing freight 
rates, the Board of Transport Commissioners considers 
only present and known factors, including present and 
known wage costs, in permitting or rejecting the ap- 
plications by railroads for freight increases. The result 
has been that new freight rates are outdated, in terms 
of costs, even before they are passed by the board. 

This is one of the most pressing reasons behind 
the argument of the CPR that a re-assessment of the 
tanner in which freight rates are established has be- 
come necessary. Freight rate adjustments, the CPR 
argues, should take into, account the constantly re- 
curring increases in wages and material cosis—in- 
creases which can be foretold with reasonably cer- 
tainty. 

Failure to do this has put the railways consistently 
behind the financial “‘eight-ball’”.. They are, in effect, 
obliged to a form of deficit financing in the sense that 
any improvement in their charges must always be sub- 
sequent to increases in their costs, rather than in an- 
ticipation of cost increases. 

The result has been that the railways have been 
obliged to serve notice of new freight rate increases 
while ‘still arguing for those sought months earlier. 
This situation borders on the ridiculous.

From a thousand 
miles east and west—from St. John, New Brunswick, 
from the newly started Regina Leader and from a hand- 
ful of bank clerks at Kamsack, Sask,, came an answer 
to that editor’s plea to his readers, to enroll themselves 
in the army of noblemen and women who were fighting 
the white plague. 

A million stamps were printed. Incidentally they 
are now collector's items. How tthe movement has 
grown can be judged from the fact that last year Ca- 
nadians bought more than two and a quarter million 
dollars worth—still at the old price of a cent each, 

Since the public began taking part In the fight 
against TB through the Christmas Seal Sale, more pro- 
gress has been made than in all the centuries before. 
The changes are one of the wonders of our time—but 
there is still something for us to do. There are still 
more than a thousand deaths yearly from TB, and more 
than nine thousand new cases. Consequently, the 
closing words of that editorial still apply and we repeat 
them: Your Help is Needed.

layor Hick Charges Chamber Of Commerc 
ng Party To Belittling Council’ 
op Town Grow Industrially 


Points Out Council Paid Share Of Chamber's Expenses.. 


Mayor A. E. Hick this week took 
he Lindsay Chamber of Com- 
merce to task at & svecial meeting 
of Lindsay’s Industrial Committee 
and Special Industriat Committee 
for trying to discredit the Town's 
industrial expansion efforts. 

Mayor Hick submitted the fol- 
lowing statement to the well-at- 
ended meeting held in he Council 
Chambers of the Town Hall. 

Quote Mr. Hick: 

“I have called this meeting of 
the Town Industrial Committee 
and the Special Industrial 
Committee, this evening. that 
we can frankly some 
the difficulties that have aris- 
en and some of the criticisms thar 
e been levelled az the Council 
and myself. 

“It been evident for some 
months now that relations between 
Council members and other groups 
interested in industrial promotion 
haye been somewhat strained. Tn!s 
situation has been evident even to 
impartial observers outside 
confines of the Town. 
of us have had accusations 
at us that we were deliberateiy 
blocking the Industrial pro- 
gramme. These charges reached us 
second hand. Howevez, good friends 
have, on many occasions, tipped us 
off to the situation. 

“It luas been my sincere ceswe 
that sll groups should work in 
harmony to achieve industrial ex- 
pansion for our town. I do not be- 
lieve that anyone can accuse me of 
making a statement that was not m 
the best interests of the Town of 
Lindsay and its citizens. I want to 
see Lindsay grow and prosper as

it should. I was not elected Mayor, 
as some people seem to think, to 
place obstacles in the way of in- 
dustrial development. I have tried 
at all times to properly assess the 
problems that we face and to give 
any industrialist true factual In- 
formation. 

“The Town Council has gone a- 
long with an expanded industrial 
programme. Early in the year, in 
co-operation with the officers of 
the Lindsay Chamber of Com- 
merce, we agreed to. assume at 
least 50 per cent of Mr May's sal- 
ary. Prior to that we had agreed 
to assume all Mr. May’s travelling 
expenses and other expenses that 
he might incurr in connection with 
industrial work on behalf of the 
Town. Mr. May was given every 
assistance by myself and other 
town officials from the time he 


commenced his duties with tha 
Chamber of Commerce in mid- 
summer, 1956. I helped introduce 


him to officials of the Lake Ont- 
ario Development Association and 
gave him every assistance possi- 
ble to assume the duties of his of- 
fice. 

“At budget time this year, the 
Council set up a budget of $4,000 
for industrial expense. This was by 
far the greatest amourt ever bud- 
geted by a Council of Lindsay for 
Industrial purposes. Previous years 
have seen amounts of about $800. 
written into the budget, for indust- 
rial expense. Later, the Council a- 
greed to pay $2,500 in .957 towards 
Mr. May’s salary. This fo be pay- 
able to the Chamber of Commerce 
To the end of October this yeat 
the Council has spen$ $5,891.51 on 


Industrial work, including $2,509 
towards Mr May's salary. Mr. 
May's expenses for travel and en- 
tertainment to date have amounted 
to $1,942.09 plus phone calls. 

“This Council has been sincere 
in their efforts to acquire new in- 
dustry and they have backed their 
sincerity up with money from the 
taxpayers of the Community. 

“Despite the foregoing, much un- 
just criticism has been levelled at 
Council by certain people who feel 
we are not doing enough. Besides 
putting the money on the line, the 
Council also authorized the setting 
up of a special Industrial Commit- 
tee comprising three members of 
Council and three members of the 
Chamber. This Committee was or- 
ganized in mid-summer of this 
year with the hopes that it would 
help towards bringing about a 
greater degree of unity between 
the Council and the Chamber. In 
view of the present situation, it 
has not been achieved 

“The strained relationship be- 
tween the two groups commenced 
early in the year. I have before me 
a copy of the Lindsay Daily Post 
of January 30th, 1957. It contains 
an article referring to a meeting 
between, Mr. Found, Mr. May and 
Mr. Polito and representatives of 
the Local Labour Unions. This 
meeting was designed to bring pres- 
sure to bear on Council as Mr. 
Found asked the labour unions to 
pass a resolution. celling upon 
Council to place $7,0UU in the In- 
dustrial budget. * However, what 
really interests us at this time are 
several statements by Mr. May at 
this meeting. 


“Mr. May is quoted ag saying 
the following: “The Home for the’ 
Aged is spending $8,000. for dec- 
orating this year, but they are go- 
ing to Toronto for material. I be- 
lieve the local merchants would 
like an opportunity of quoting pric- 
es on contracts like these, but they 
aren’t asked.” 

“Mr. May here made a_ state~ 
ment that had no foundation in 
fact and could have jeopardized 
the town's position with the Coun- 
ty. At the time, the County was 
just beginning to prepare its tend- 
er call on furnishings. IT am glad 
to say that the tenders for furnish= 
ings went to two local merchants. 

“At the same meeting Mr. May 
was asked from the floor: “Would 
the present industry in Lindsay 
like the idea of industrial expan- 
sion?” 

Mr. May replied: “Definitely 
not, How would you like to have 
someone come into your exclusive 
territory? However, they would 
never put anything in the way of 
such development because they do 
not want to lose skilled labour from 
this area.” 

“These are irresponsible state- 
ments by an official of our indus- 


trial organization that have done - 


us harm. 

“It is a must that our industrial 
committee hag the confidence of 
our present industry. We cannot 
sell new industry unless we do have 
that confidence far basically, pres- 
ent indystry will influence new in- 
dustry more than any other factor 
when it comes time for a new in- 
dustry to make a decision After 
all, new industry is not going to 


come into a town without ascert- 
alning the opinion of present in- 
dustry on many factors. 

“J can go into a number of oth- 
er references but am of the opin- 
jon that they have little bearing on 
the present situation. 
| “The Town's acquiring of an in- 
dustrial site in the east ward was 
made much more difficult due to a 
premature announcement by Mr. 
May in the Watchman-Warder that 
Camden Development Company 
desired to purchase 25 acres of In- 
dustrial land from the Town. This 
announcement was made well be- 
fore any serious discussion had 
taken place between Council and 
Camden as to finances, etc. 

“The Watchman-Warder last 
Wednesday carried an announce- 
ment regarding a new industry lo- 
cating in Ops Township. I do not 
know who made the release to the 
Warder, I can only assume’ it was 
Mr. May, however, the announce- 
ment does carry many inaccurasies, 
including the sub-headJine: “Town 
Fails to Provide Sing:e Industrial 
Site.” The body of the article goes 
‘on as follows: “Despite some com- 
‘mendable action on the part of the 
present Council toward setting up 
an Industrial Sites Area in the 
East Ward, the progress hag been 
frustratingly slow. So slow in fact 
that when the present proposed 
industry was contacted not a single 
foot of land on the proposed in- 
dustrial sites area was actually un- 
der: title and an alternative loca~ 
tion outside the Town had to be 
considered if the Industry was to 
be attracted to this area.” 

“In refuting the above ridicu- 


lous statement, let me say that the 
Town has title to this land and 
that members of the Industrial 
Committee ‘were aware of this. As 
a matter of fact, the Town offered 
to sell 2'5 acres of its industrial 
land to Lindsay Investments for 
this Industry, This is recorded in 
the Minutes of the Committee of 
October 21st. Another site in Town 
owned by a Commission of the 
Town was suggested as an alterna- 
tive. Mr, May did inform the Com- 
mittee that the industry in ques- 
tion was interested in a Highway 
location and preferred the site on 
the Oakwood Highway However, 
the article in the Warder fails to 
point this out. It is also inter-\ 
esting to note that the Town has 
owned for sometime a plece of 
property of two acres or better on 
St. Peter Street adjacent to our 
proposed industrial area. Mr. May 
was aware of this property as he 
hag shown it to other prospective 
industries. There is also consider- 
ably better than 200 acres of oth- 
er property within the town limits 
that is available for industrial 
sites. Some of this property is al- 
ready serviced. Another quotation 
from the Warder reads as follows: 
“Tf negotiations now in the final 
stages are satisfactorily com- 
pleted and the new plant is erected. 
no credit will be due to the present 
council. Credit for its location here 
will go to Mr. Ed. May, Secretary- 
Manager of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and to a group of private 
citizens who have already brought 
one plant, namely Rosedale Plast- 
ies to Lindsay.” 

“I ask you gentlemen here. who 


has been paying 50 per cent of Mr. 
May's salary? The Town of Lind- 
say, to the tune of $2,500 this year. 
I also ask you, who has been pay- 
his travelling expenses? Again, it 
has been the Town of Lindsay, If 
you will look at the expense sheets 
as submitted by Mr May you will 
note hi account to the Town in 
.several instances for entertaining 
Officials of this Industry in ques- 
tion, also his travelling expenses in 
connection with visiting them. 

“The Town had 2 part in locet- 
ing Rosedale Plastics as again the 
Town paid any expenses of travel 
and entertainment incurred by Mr. 
May. 

“There has been no repudiation 
of this article by a responsible mem- 
ber of Lindsay Investments. Mr. 
May is trying to serve three bosses, 


namely: The Town of Lindsay The, 


Chamber of Commerce and Lind- 
say Investments Limited. 

“The situation has become rath- 
er difficult in recent days and I 
am very much ashamed of the 
type of tactics belng employed ro 
discredit our industrial programme 
and myself in particuisr. 

“A rumour campaign has been 
carried on to discredit this Coun- 
ci]. There must be a reason for-this. 

“Frankly, T can’t se2> why there 
has been so much unjust criticism: 
at this time unless it has been for 
the purpose of discouraging re- 
sponsible citizens from running for 
public office in 1958.~ - 

“The spending of Public funds 
should be under the control of 
Council and elected officials and 
as we are spending over $6,000. this 
year on industrial work, it is possi-

Pounding the table with a re- 
sounding whack, Ohamber of Com- 
merce President Herbert A. Wat- 
son startled the Monday evening 
meeting of the Town Industrial 
Committee and the Specia] Indus- 
trial Committee called by Mayor

Mayor Hick “I couldn't pin-point 
it.” 

Mr. Thomson “Has any of this 
unjust criticism come from the ex- 
ecutive of the Chamber of Com-) 
merce?" 

President; Watson of the C. of C 
addressing the Mayor, “You made 
inference against the honesty and 
integrity of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. He emphasized his remarks

AND NOW... AN AMBASSADOR 

Victoria County has produced many men who have 
gone out in the world to make a name for themselyes 
in high offices. Among those who have brought special 
honour to the community, is Canada’s permanent re= 
presentative to the United Nations, R.B, MacKay, 
formerly of Woodville. 

Dr. MacKay’s achievements have received some- 
what more attention than many of those numerous 
other people from the county who have gained pro- 
minence in business and world affairs and this may be 
attributed in some degree to his continuing interest in 
the area. Many students from the district have been 
particularly impressed by his success because of the 
personal interest he took in them by arranging for a 
number of high school pupils to visit the United Na- 
tions each year. 

But nothing is permanent in this world not even 
the appointment of a “permanent” representative to 
the United. Nations and so it happens that Mr. MacKay 
has been named Canada’s Ambassador to Norway and 
Minister to Iceland. With this development he be- 
comes, we believe the first person from Victoria County 
to be named, a Canadian Ambassador. No doubt his 
many friends in the county will wish to join us in con- 
gratulating this prominent native son. 


THIS IS A FINE STATE OF AFFAIRS 

It is pretty apparent that the public is now com- 
pletely confused concerning the industrial development 
site in Lindsay’s east ward. It also seems pretty evi- 
dent that there are also a lot of councillors who do not 
know exatcly what is taking place in connection with 
this project .... 4 A fine state of affairs, especially when 
we are supposed to be making a determined effort to 
bring industry to Lindsay! 

The trouble with the industrial development pro- 
ject is that there are too many “fingers in the pie”, each 
finger looking for a plum instead of helping to prepare 
a tasty dish to set before the taxpayers. The result: 
a hodge-podge of half and misinformation. 

But this is not surprising ... it has been developing 
for sometime and is the net result of divided authority 

. “a house divided within itself’. It is time that an 
accounting of this project was made to the public and 
presented in a clear-cut manner which would leave no 
doubt in the minds of the taxpayers as to what is going 
on. There is no need to “guild the lily” because-at this 
stage the poor thing is drooping so badly that an extra 
coat of paint would flatten it completely. About the 
only thing that will save this wilting plant now is a 
good dose of ‘‘the sunlight of facts”. 


THE HOSPITAL AND ITS NEEDS 

Indigent patients, and they are equally as deser- 
ving of care as the richest people among us, have been 
an economic burden on hospitals over the vears. It has 
always been difficult for hospitals and civie authorities 
to work out a satisfactory basis of payment for their 
care and the result has frequently been a hospital de- 
ficit because the amount paid for indigent care didn’t 
Meet expenses. The new Ontario Hospital plan is, 
Premier Frost informs us, going to eliminate the need 
for hospitals caring for indigent patients at a loss... 
they will be fully compensated. 

The hospital plan also provides for a greater num- 
ber of people to take advantage of hospital facilities. 
For a moderate monthly sum all members of a family 
may become eligible for hospital care when needed. 

It is readily apparent that the two factors men- 
tioned above will increase demands for hospital service. 
The hospitals will be more anxious to admit people 
who would otherwise be a liability tq them... in fact 
it will be next to impossible for them to refuse and there 
will be criticism if adequate accomodation is not. 
available. 

These circumstances indicate a drastic change in 
hospital requirements since Lindsay first started con- 
sidering the proposed expansion to the Ross Memorial 
Hospital. We are now confronted with the need for 
re-examining any proposed expansion in the light of 
the latest developments. We must determine whether 
or not the planned enlargement of the hospital is in 
keeping with needs. 

Before any further action is taken the Board of 
Governors should satisfy the people of the area being 
served that the expansion proposals are adequate and 
in line with the new developments. This done, they 
should request that the ratepayers of Lindsay be grant- 
ed the privilege of voting on any money by-law to help 
finance necessary expansion. 

If these two things are done, the Board of Gover- 
nors will have gone a long way toward winning the con- 
fidence of the public, at the same time aligning them- 
selves with the forces of democracy as opposed to 
dictatorship and pressure groups. 

We strongly urge that a completely new approach 
be taken to the hospital needs of ‘the town and district, 
having in mind recent developments and with a view 
to eliciting full public support in this vital community 
project. 

We stand firmly opposed to any maneuver which 
fails to take the public into full confidence of this in- 
stitution’s needs and contributes in any way to saho- 
taging the hospital because that is what private mani- 
pulation could result in. 

It is now up to the Board of Governors to clarify 
its position with the public in regard to the relationship 
between proposals and present anticipated require- 
ments before proceeding with discussions concerning 
grants, debentures issues, ete. This done a vote 
would quickly determine public support or otherwise, 


PROBING FARM PRICE SPREADS 

The Conservative government of Prime Minister 
Diefenbaker is undertaking a task of tremendous scope 
if it carries out'-its expressed intention of appointing 
a royal commission to investigate price spread on 
farm products between the producer and the consumer, 
This has been tried before, but we have never noticed 


that there has been any preceptible change because of 
the previous investigations. 

A case in point is that of the Stevens Commission 
of 1934, which conducted an inquiry into price spreads, 
not only in farm produets, but on a much broader 
scale. That commission produced plenty of interesting’ 
evidence, and some pointed recommendations, but. 
nothing in the way of action resulted. Indeed, the 
failure of the government of thal time to act on Mr. 
Stevens’ recommendations resulled in his resignation 
from the cabinet and his formation of what was known 
as the Reconstruction Party. Many will recall how that 
party contested the 1935 general election, bul its only 
candidate electernment in Ontario in 1943 also con- 
ducted an inquiry into price spreads as part of its gen- 
eral invesitgations into agriculture, 

The Agricultural Commission of Inquiry which 
Was appointed by the Drew Government suffered an 
even worse fate than the Stevens Commission. After 
presenting an interim report: which did not include its 
findings on marketing and price spreads, it was quietly 
advised by the government to fold up. It never met 
again. = 

We hope that a better fate will lie in store for 
whatever body set up by the federal government to 
conduct this investigation. The actual figures of price 
spreads on farm products between what the producer 
receives and the consumer pays will be staggering. 
What the commission will have to determine is what, if 
anything, can be done about it.

AN INSPIRING EVENT 


Twenty years ago Sir Winston Churchill wrote: 


“At the heart of the British Empire there is one insti- 
tution, among the most recent and venerable, which, 
so far from falling into desutende or decay, has breasted 
the torrent of events, and even derived new vigour from 
the stresses. Unshaken by the earthquakes, unweak- 
ened by the dissolvent tides, though all be drifting, the 
royal monarchy of Britain stands firm.” 

The historic visit to Canada last month of Queen 
Hlizabeth demonstrated beyond a shadow of doubt that 
Sir Winston’s assessment of the Crown twenty years 
ago is wholeheartedly concurred in by Canadians today. 
That gracious “gleaming figure”, as Churchill called 
the Queen at the time of her Coronation, again reveal- 
ed herself to her’ Canadian people as the embodiment 
of all they hold dear—loyalty to duty, selflessness, 
dignity, humility, love of family. 

The royal visit was ‘a truly inspiring event. It 
showed clearly that the monarchy stands as firm in 
Canada as if does in Britain; that Blizabeth Il does ‘in- 


deed — using, as she.did, the words of her predecessor, 


Elizabeth I — “reign in the love of her people.”

We would like to see Mr. Zaplitny do his country a 
service by being more explicit about what-he considers 
to be shoddy, for there is indeed shoddiness to be ex- 
posed.

WHAT'S A BILLION? 
nag —By GC. J. Harris. 

There was a time, not long*ago, when the infre- 
quently used term, a billion, had a meaning for- all of 
us. But in some strange fashion familiarity has bred 
something akin to contempt. As the phase has come 
into More common use, an understanding of its true 
meaning has diminished. : Whereas’a million still repre- 
sents a lot of.anything, be it» pedple, dollars, years of 
bushels, the conception that a billion represents a thou- 
sand million fails to register. 

This odd fact has not. escaped notice. In recent 
weeks several journals have attempted to give relative 
meaning to the term. The Toronto Globe and Mail 
published the comment that the figure 1,000,000,00 is 
only slightly less that the number of minutes that have 
passed since the birth of Christ. i 

The Financial Post took a more. material view in 
noting that “If you had a billion dollars and set out to 
count the money. at $100 a minute, working eight hours 
a day for six days a week. It would take you more than 
65 years to finish the job.” ; : 

And the Wall Street Journal offered the yardstick 
that while a million dollars in thousand dollar bills 


would make a little pile about three and a half inches ~ 
thick, a billion dollars in thousand dollar bills would * 


make a pile nearly ,300. feet tall about the equivalent 
of a 30-storey skyscraper. > 

Perhaps more than any other factor it.has been the 
very rapid rise in state spending, and taxing, that has 
made the term meaningless. In 1939 the federal go- 
vernment of Canada spent $558 million. By 1949 the 
comparative total had jumped to $2.1 billion. In the 
current year it will be about $5.5 billion. 

As long as the total was in millions, even hun- 
dreds of millions, it had an understandable dimension. 
Now that it is up in millions, even hundreds of millions, 
it had an understandable dimension. Now that it is‘up 
in the billions’ it has slipped into the realm of the in- 
comprehensible, and made the term, one billion, almost 
meaningless in whatever connection it is applied. 


READING REPORTERS 

Many years ago someone described the daily news- 
paper as “ihe rich man’s guide and the poor man's 
university”. There are neither so many rich men nor 
so many poor men as there used to be, but we like to feel 
that the description is still apt. We are encouraged in 
this by the statement of U.S. Senator Richard L. Neu- 
berger that the main source to which he and his col- 
leagues go for information is the newspapers. Un- 
fortunately he couples with this a complaint that, be- 
cause of a vast amount of newspaper reading, the Sena- 
tors can spare little additional time for reading worth- 
while magazines and books. 

Since, tomorrow, members of the intermediate 
and secondary schoo] libarians’ section of the Ont- 
ario Library Association will be welcoming visitors in 
Brantford, this is a good time to write something 
about what newspaper men and women read. 

“ As a result of Senator. Neuberger’s remark, -a dozen 
or .so-.Washjngton. correspondents: were interviewed. 
The “survey” shows that the veporters read more 
newspapers than do the’ Senators; but’ still find time

to devote many hours weekly to a wide variety of 
of serious periodicals and books. , 

“Good correspondents”, writes Ronald W. May 
in Editor and Publisher, New York, “seems to be in- 
satiable readers.” Don’t they have to be if they want 
to remain good correspondents,,or, for that matter 
ordinary reporters, desk men or editors? 

Anyway, apart from the pile of newspapers, maga- 
zines, pamphlets and other literature the correspon- 
dents tackle as a matter of course, they read, on the 
average, about six books a month, these ranging from 
the collected papers on Thaddeus Stevens through 
Shakespeare and Thomas Wolfe to Sir H. Rider Hag- 
gard. Most of the newsmen interviewed had personal 
libaries running to about 500 “permanent” books. 

Almost without exception the newsmen com-~ 
plained about not haying enough time to read—but 
they explained that they somehow made the time! 
The reading of serious literature on a great many 
subjects is essential in their business. Reading of 
some blood-and-thunders, and whodunits, most of 
them agree, is helpful to needed relaxation. 

The librarians may be encouraged by his report.

What is best for her? It is true that 
obesity is a disease in itself. It 1s 
true {hat it ig the forerunner of 
arteriosclerosis, high blood press- 
ure, diabetes, heart trouble and 
all the rest. If she were in her fif- 
ties, sixsties, or forties I would 
not hesitate to say; “Better take 
off those pounds , Every extra 
ounce of fat is just like so much 
poison for your body.’ 

But she has proved, by the cal- 
endar, that she {gs one of the ex- 
ceptions that prove the rule, some 
fat people live into old age without 
seemingly having been bothered by 
the extra weight. 

Both doctors and patients need | 
fo use ordinary common sense | 
where weight is concerned, Even at| 
the insistence of pationt and her 
family, I have often turned down 
requests that an elderly overweight } 
patient be put on a diet. Leave well 
enough alone, You can take an ap- | 
parently well person in_ the sev- 
enties or eighties and grease the | 
skids into oblivion by putting him 
on a diet. 

Just what causes the trouble I 
can't say. But it has been my ex- 
perience too often to make me be- 
ileve jt coincidental, for elderty 
patients to become il] within weeks | 
of having been put on a diet. 

You can’t fool around with an 
older person’s metabolism or 
with his fixed habits—and expect 
to get away with jt. 

I recall a delightful lady of 81 
who asked me years ago if she! 
could continue to ride a horse twice 


| weekly as she had been doing for | 


the past, half dozen years. She had 
arteriosclerotic heart disease that | 
Wags doing nicely with diet and dig- 
{talls medication. 

My advice was; “By all means 
ride. Enjoy yourself.” If I had fol-

As a matler of fact, a very in- 
teresting experiment in “Fooling 
the Flowers” js being carried out 
by Lindsay Horticulturist Bert. Hick,) 
right now, The idea originated when 
Professor Goodwin Wilson of the 
Ontario *) Agricultural College, 
Guelph, made an extensive soil 
study at the greenhouses. 

The method involves the steam 
heating ‘as well as ihe sterilizing 
of all the soil in the greenhouses, 
Uhis Kills off all diseases and also 
ensures that the soil is weed free} 
thus “spurring the flowers on co 
accelerated growth. As. Mr. Hick 
explained to “The Post’, 
this, the soil was much too com- 
pact, and therefore it was holding 


too much moisture, hut now that | 


the soil 1s sterilized I am fretting:

To further stress his point he 
pointed to a wonderful 
“Mums" - - four greenhouses ful!

THERE CAN BE NO SUCCESSFUL ALLIANCE 
BETWEEN THE LINDSAY CHAMBER OF 
COMMERCE AND LINDSAY'S MUNICIPAL COUNCIL 
As a newspaper we have been unalterably opposed 
to any alliance between the Lindsay Chamber of Com- 
meree and Lindsay’s Municipal Council. We have 
taken this stand on numerous occasions in the past 
and it is based on the premise that a non-elected 
body should not be affiliated with an body 
because their two drives are designed to conflict, In 
the case of a non-elected body it is apt to become ab- 
sorbed with private ventures which could get out of 
answerable to anyone but itself.

Municipal Councils, of course, have to face the people 
and account for their actions which, if unsatisfactory, 
could very well result in remoyal of offending members 
in the next election with replacements being chosen 
from among those most willing to give real public ser- 
vice, 

Conclusive evidence that the Lindsay Chamber of 
Commerce and the Lindsay Municipal Council must 
remain entirely apart was furnished at last night's 
special meeting of the latter body. Those who sat 
through this meeting were impressed by the fact that 
while accepting money and support from the Council, 
the Chamber of Commerce was not really concerned 
with co-operating fully with members of Council, 
There was definite friction exposed at this meeting 
and this was not eased by the dogmatic attitude as- 
sumed by heads of the Chamber who publicly convey- 
ed the impression that they were unwilling to admit 
errors and shortcomings on their part. It was also 
apparent that much of the difficulty lay in the fact 
that the impression had gotten abroad that the 
Chamber of Commerce was trying to take full credit 
for developments along industrial lines despite the fact 
that Town Council had provided taxpayers’ dollars 
to finance the Chamber's industrial efforts. This 
naturally irked some members of Council who had 
devoted considerable time and energy to promoting 
Lindsay in prospective industrial camps. 

We believe there is a place in the community for 
a good Chamber of Commerce and, if this or any suc- 
ceeding Council sees fit to make it a grant, not likely 
many people would have any objection. But there 
must be strenuous objection to the Chamber of Com- 
merce assuming that it can usurp the management 
of Town business, industrial or otherwise, and impose 
its will upon the Council and the electors to whom 
members of Counci} are responsible. 

In the matter of industrial development, Lindsay 
Council must at all times be in full control of the 
situation and, if the Chamber of Commerce chooses 
to do something on the town’s behalf along these lines 
it should expect to report (fully) all developments, 
keeping Town Council in completet possession of all 
facts as they arise. These facts should not be of a 
private nature and they should be available to press, 
radio and television in an open-and-above-board 
method, being released only by the Town Council or 
its appointed spokesman. Further to this, we believe 
that all discussions rélative to the affairs of the town's 
industrial development should conducted at pre- 
announced meetings of Lindsay's Council and not in 
any of several private offices around the town. 

There is only one place to conduct Town business 
and that is in the Council Chamber and there is only 
one group which should make decisions and pro- 
nouncements for Lindsay and that is Town Council. 
We would strongly recommend that Council take imme- 
diate steps to restore its full sovereignty and stop pres- 
sure groups or pressure plays in their tracks.

At the present time the aren 
Which this company prefers to see 
developed industrially is not sery- 
ed with water or sewage but neith- 
er js the industrial site proposed 
in the east ward. 

Mayor A. EB. Hick announced this 
afternoon that a meeting of the 
whole industrial committee is be- 
ing called for 8 p.m. Monday, Mr. 
Hick said the meeting was being 
called to clarify matters relating to 
the industrial development of the 
town and to try and put things 
on a proper footing, The mayor ex- 
pressed concern over the way things 
are being handled and intimated 
it was time for a showdown.

NEW WEED KILLER 

Canadian horticulturists and ag- 
yonomists are becoming interested 
in a new weed killer. 

Called “Neburon,” the killer works 
through the leave and may also be 
absorbed by the roots. It appears 
to be fairly selective, though it 


>| kills some plants while it allows 


others to remain unharmed. 

The weed killer has been used 
at the Lacombe, Alberta, Bxperi- 
mental Farm on Chickweed, Tart- 
ary Buckwheat and Gorn Spurry, 

But the killer offers one diffi- 
culty. It's neither in the form nor 
the price range to mak it 
practicable for field use at pres- 
ent. 

It's a water soluable compound 
containing only 18 per cent active 
ingrediant—which means that 82 
per cont of the product Is carrier 
or inert; material. To put the re~ 
quired three pounds of the killer 
to the acre—15 pounds of the com- 
mercial product is needed at a 
cost, of about two dollars and fifty 
cents per pound. 

The weed killer holds more pro- 
mise for the home owner and gard~ 
ener, 

Scientists say there is little 
doubj about the value of the kiter 
for eradication of chickweed in 
Jawns—but its use in flower beats, 
shelterbelts and small-fruit plan- 
tations is still in the experimental 
stage. 

By Springtime, however, the new 
weed Killer should be ready for use 
for the home owner.

Eisenhower making excellent progress 


The White House announced to- 
day that President Eisenhower 1s 
making excellent progress. 

White House News Secretary 
James Hagerty said the President 
still is suffering from a slight im- 
pairment of his speech. But Hager- 
ty said ... and these are his words 
“He is improving greatly.” 

Eisenhower's physicians gave him 
permission this morning to sign a 
dozen documents and confer on 
pending White House business. 

The White House statement said 
he was up and around and in

The announcement came a few 
hours after a medical bulletin said 
the President awoke refreshed, 
showered and shaved and had a 
normal breakfast.

Therefore I fee] that we can look 
forward to a substantial reduction 
in rates early in the new year _ 
in fact, studies indicate that a re- 
duction in rates can be made quite 
safely which will mean a saving to 
our customers of nearly $40,000 per 
year.” ‘

GETTING RID OF LIQUOR BOOKS 

In future it will not be necesssary to have the 
amount of liquor which you buy entered in your permit- 
book at the L.C.B.O. stores; the men who have done 
this work will serve behind the counter. The taxpayer 
will not be saved any money by this change, but the 
red tape associated with buying liquor will be slightly 
lessened. The books will serve simply as identification 
cards at some future time. The identification cards so 
far as we can discover, will still cost a dolar. 

It is a waste of newsprint and waste of 
breath to protest against this exaction of one more 
dollar from every liquor buyer every year. In the liquor 
business the government of Ontario has what must be 
the most perfect monopoly ever known to history: it 
sells a popular product. at wildly inflated prices, it pre- 
tends to a highly moral reluctance to do so, and it 
manages to induce a mild sense of guilt in the purchaser 
by involving him'in red tape as he spends his money. 
What could be sweeter? Diminishing the amount of 
work involved in filling out the books means, 80 far as 
we can see, nothing whatever.

Black and Jack Green 
the present Deputy. For Council 
Ormon Wright, Fred Trewin and 
Art Hyland, the 1957 Council and 
also nominated were Cecil Hill, Geo. 
Black, Catl McLaughlin, Richard| 
Van Camp, Wilfred Bowles, Bruce | 
Gibson, Merle Van Camp and Har- 
yey Graham; for School Board 
those nominsted were Wallace Mar- 
Jow, Harold Kyte and Mrs. (Dr. | 
J. A. McArthur. These three are 
on the public school board for 
1957. Owing to the long list of 
those nominated the chairman set 
a time limit on their remarks. 

All candidates or election were 
given 24 hours to qualify. 

Members of the School Board} 
spoke of the splendid work done 
in the school and while the mem- 
bers of the Board did not always 
agree on the business of the Board 
they were able to work out a satis- 
factory settlement so their meetings 
ended harmoniously which one) 
member thought was d{fferent +to| 
the Council meeting. 

Bruce Ashton, incumbent Reeve, | 
explained some items on the re- 
port that were under discussion | 
and while there hadnt been a 
financial statement for the year 
issued, a copy of the Auditor's Re- 
port could be obtained by any tax- 
payer, irom the clerk.

Exhausted, Irritable, Anxious 
Trembly? Perhaps Your Trouble 
is Low Blood Sugar 


In a recent discussion of anxiety 
I mentioned that an unrecognized 
factor may be low blood sugar, By 
this time everyone who reads 
knows that the blood sugar is ab- 
normally high in diabetes. However, 
there is a disturbance in insulin 
metabolism that creates just the 
opposite effect: the blood level 
falls instead of rises abnormally. 

A name for this is hyperinsulin- 
ism. Ag I wrote, ofte: it remains 
undiagnosed. And the hapless pa- 
tient goes from doctor to doctor, 
complaining of scores of symptoms 
without finding relief. Perhaps he 
gets sedatives, tranquilizers, reas- 
surance and the time -worn “it’s all 
due to your nerves” 

As nobody has bothered to or- 
| der a blood-sugar examination, the 
diagnosis remains a mystery and 
the poor patient continues to suf- 
fer He is labeled a hypocondriac— 
and even his own family gets 
“tired of hearing his complaints.” 

He is exhausted, norvous, irrit- 

able, anxious, trembly One thing 
he does notice: many of these (and 
other) symptoms disappear as if 
by magic—after he eats! This 
story is what first puts the doctor 
on the trial: eating hes raised the 
| blood sugar to norme! levels. 
As I mentioned previously, ev- 
| erybody who is neryous should not 
begin jumping around in glee, 
| thinking that at least he has found 
| the cause of his difficulty. But I 
do believe that many intractalbe 
cases of “neurosis” may really be 
due to hypoglyecmia (low blood 
sugar.

There may be good reason why 

the doctor did not inquire regard- 
ing her glucose tolerance record, 
if any, but since my husband's ill- 
ness of a similar nature was diag- 
nosed ag Hperinsulinism last fall, 
we haye been keenly eware of the 
widespread ignorance that this ail- 
ment suffers from. 
Psychiatry and the tranquilizing 
drugs have their place. surely, but 
when a change in diet can effect 
relief it surely amazes us that so 
few doctors seem to znow about it. 
Maybe that’s the answer—it's just 
too simple. Sincerely Mr. and Mrs, 
F.W.8, 

ANSWER: Not few, but practic- 
ally all doctors know of the effects 
of chronic low blood sugar on 
people. Nevertheless, you have a 
point. I believe it is true that some- 
times the condition 1* overlooked, 
because we first try the simple 
methods like sedation and reassur- 
ance. 

There are not enough laborator- 
ies around to take care of blood 
sugra determinations if we order- 
ed them for every anxious person 
we see. However, when the anxious 
patient does improve, I believe that 
he déserves a series of blood sugar 
studies. It's worth the expense 
and trouble even if we help only 
one in a hundred.

TEST NEW COMPOUNDS 
FOR KILLING WEEDS 

Tests of several new commercial 
compounds that kill many kinds 
of weeds as they sprout were made 
this year at Brandon, Manitoba. 


The Federal Agriculture Depart- 
ment says weed killers must be 
applied to the soll either before 
seeding or before the crop emerges. 
But {it’s necessary to ensure that| 
while the chemicals are effective 
in killing common weeds infecting 
the crops—seeds of the crops are 
resistant to them. 

Two of the compaunas were work- 
ed lightly into the soil four days | 
before corn plants emerged. They 
gaye one hundreq per cent control | 
of pigweed ,stinkweed, wild buck- 
wheat and green foxtail without 
; apparent damage to the corn. 

But only one of the chemicals 
proved safe for use on soybeans— 
and sunflowers showed little re- 
sistance. i 

Other chemicals applied to the 
soi] before the crop is seeded are 
being tested for the control of wild} 
oats. They prevent the growth of

NUMBER SHRINKS 
OUTPUT GROWS 
The number of farmers in the 
world is shrinking proportionately, 
but farmers are growing more food 
and fibre than ever before. 
That's the report from the latest | 


Agriculture Statistics,” publisha by } 
International Food and Agricul- 
ture Organization. 

The volume notes that in 1937 
farmers constituted 63 per cent| 
of the world population. 

By 1950 that percentage 
dropped to 59 per cent as of 1950, 
there were 1,400,000 farmers on) 
the globe out of a tota) world} 
population of 2,500,000,000 persons. 

The statistics also show that} 
where farm production per capita) 
in the post-war years up to 1953) 
averaged only 96 per cent of pre- 
war per capita production. The 
past year however, farm output 
has increased to 104 per cent of 
pre-war. 

The increasing agricultural pro- 
duction came in part from culti- 
yation of new land. F.A.O. esti- 
mates that there are 13 hundred 
million hectares (one hectare equals 
about two and one half acres) un- 
der crops—18 million more than 
the previous year. 

An F.A.O. figures permanent mea- 
dows and pastures are estimated 
to cover 24 hundred million hec- 
tares—eight million more than last 
year. 

Farmers. also are growing more 
to the acre than they used to, F.A.O. 
says.

THE LIFE EXPECTATION 
OF CORONARY PATIENTS 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Because 
my husband is a doctor I can't 
come to him with this question; 
What are his chances for Uving 
Jong after a coronary attack? He 
had a thrombosis four months ago. 
Neither can I ask his colleagues. 
Will you give me a straight-from- 
the-shoulder answer? Thank you. 
Mrs. X. 

ANSWER: I would not be fair 
even in intimating that coronary 
disease is not serious. On the other 
hand, the profession has long ago 
gotten over the belief that a cor- 
onary patient has “only a few 
years to go.” 

Here are some findings reported 
in the British Medical Journal by 
Dr. J. N. Morris and associates: 
Of 252 male practitioners who had 
coronary thrombosis, 49 per cent 
survived five years, and 35 per cent 
survived ten years after the initial 
attack. When they calculated their 
yesults from surviving the first 
seven days after their attack, they 
found that 70 per cent survived 
five years and 50 per cent survived 
ten years. About 76 per cent of 
the survivors of the first month 
lived five years. 

If you are betting woman, Mrs 
XX, you can readily see that the 
odds are in favor of your husband 
Uving on quite a few years. I 
might mention many patients of 
my own (and of colleagues per- 
sonally know to myself) who lived 
15-20 years after an attack of 
coronary thrombosis. 

HOW OFTEN ARE PHYSICAL 
EXAMINATIONS NECESARY? 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I used to 
have a yearly physical between 
the ages of 35-50. Now that I've 
hed. my fiftieth birthday, is once 
yearly enough? Mr. E. R. 

ANSWER: We doctors are learn- 
ing more about Geriatric Medicine 
as the months go by. The way to 
take advantage of the new know- 
ledge is to see your doctor often 
enough. Between 50-60, even thougn

HEAD NOISES 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: T and many 
elderly, friends suffer from terrible 


head noises. I have been to sev- 
All 


eral doctors without relief. 
they tell me is that this sym- 
tom comes with old age. Tf just 


once you mention it in your column 
T think you would doa great good. 
We old folks ought to know what 
it comes from, even if you can’t 
help remove the noises. T know 
it would take a lot of worry from 
our minds, Anything you say will 
pe greatly appreciated. Sincerely 
“GRAMP” (82). 

Dear Gramp: I have written a 
number of columns on head noises 
I guess you missed them. But f£ 
can review them for you in a few 
words. Head noises come in the 
thirties and forties, also, but they 
are more common in people over 
sixty. 

In some cases the cause is ear 
trouble. Mast of the time, how- 
ever, it is due to intereference with 
the circulation. The blood does not 
flow through the brain arteries 
as effortlessly as it used to be- 
cause the arteries are not as elastic 
ast they once were. However, the 
head noises (troublesome as they | 
are to bear) are not a portent of 
stroke or anything like that. Pa- 
tients have told me that’s what 
they worry about most, 

I have told patients with head- 
noises whose heart, blood pressure 
and kidneys were doing a good 
job—not to worry. I have sent them 
to an ear specialist to rule out 
possible cause there. I have also 
prescribed iodides which some- 
time help and have found that 
some patients benefit from taking 
smal] doses of niacin, plus a daily 
dose of yitamin B complex. 


MOTION SICKNESS GIVES 
A PREMONITORY SYMPTOM 
Loss of interest is one of the 
first symptoms of motion sick- 
ness. Of course, it may also be 
due to boredom. But if your child, 
who has been talkative and ex- 
ceedingly interested in the scen- 
ery when you started out on an 


auto trip, becames quiet and intro- 


spective within minutes: suspect, 
the possibility of motion sicicness. 
Wspecially if he had begun to sigh 
or yawn; and there are beads of 
sweat on a forehead that has now 
turned pale. 

‘Theso are also the premonitory 
symptoms of adult motion sickness, 
T recall sitting next to an amusing 
and talkative companion in a plane 
a few years ago. We were flying 
over the Grand Ganyon and he 
Was enthusiastic in his comments 
upon the various scenic beauties. 

While looking out the window 1 
suddenly becnme aware that he 
had stopped talking. I looked 
around and there he sat, sweat 
dotting the pallor of his face. He 
was trying to force a smile, but 
motion sickness soon overcame 
these attempts to bypass it. 

From personal experience I can 
vouch for the fact that one’ loses 
interest’ long before the actieal 
nausea and yomiting begin. Some 
years ago I went fishing about 
ten miles out in the Gulf Stream. 
Four of us struck a school of king- 
fish, AS soon’ as our lines hit 
the water we hooked them and 
began pulling them in, It was 
great sport for an amateur fisher- 
man like myself. Therefore I could~ 
n't understand, at first, why 1 
suddenly didn't care whether I 
caught another or not, I lost all 
interest in fishing. Not until about 
ten minutes later did I begin to 
perspire and become nauseated and 
rea] sick. 

I mention this permonitory warn- 
ing of motion sickness 50 that you 
can have time to get a pill down 
before the vomiting begins. Ideally, 
if you are susceptible to motion 
sickness, you should take the medi-~ 
cine about one half hour before 
embarking. Which drugs shall you 
take? Your doctor will probably. 
choose between Dramamine, Mare- 
zine Phenergen or Bonamine. They 
are most effective BEFORE motion 
sickness has set in. However, they 
can be useful in suppository form 
AFTER the retching and vomiting 
make you wish you had stayed 
home under the old apple tree. 

Seasickness is the worst form of 
the disorder because a storm may 
last for days and you can’t do 
anything more than wish you had 
“missed the boat.” 

We all know that motion sick- 
ness is due to oversensitiveness of 
the semicircular canals in the in- 
ner ear. Unusual motion causes 
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‘this Bor example, when on ship- 
bourd you may be subjected to one 
or all of these types of ,motion: 
roll, pitch, surge, list, yaw and 
scend. 

Fortunately air sickness is more 
quickly over because of the speed 
of the plane In getting you ont 
| of rough weather, If car sickness 
\4s bad, the best cure is stopping 
the car. + 

Too many. persons still try the 
old-fashioned remedies. Some suck 
on a lemon; others eat a large 
meal; still others fi up on cham- 
pagne hefore departure. I suggest 
the simple proved method of tak- 
ing a pill prescribed by your doc- 
tor, Why turn guinea pig by try- 
ing all sorts of old-fashioned ex- 
periments at the risk of spoiling 
your trip? 


PATIENCE INVALUABLE 
DURING CONVALESCENCE 
THERD is one medicine that doc~ 
tors cannot prescribe: PATIENCE 
When you have been ill, a good, 
big, dose of patience certainly is 
helpful during convalescence. pit 
you hayen’t got It; ir you strain 
against restrictions, you only pul 
roadblocks in the way of your re- 
covery. 

Tllness often strikes suddenly 
and apparently -leayes without, 
having left its mark, Under such 
conditions, patients become care-| 
less. They ‘underestimate the power 
of the opponent. 

I recall one high-powered busi- 
nessman in his late forties who 
had an attack of coronary throm- 
bosis. All he had was a “little in- 
digestion.” Pain had not been 
severe; he had hardly known he 
was sick. If not for the electro- 
cardiogram, the diagnosis might 
have been missed. 

Every, morning he greeted me in 
the hospital with these words: 
“Doctor, you're making a moun- 
tain out of a molehill, I’m not 
sick. Neyer felt better in my life. 
In the olden days doctors didn’t 
go berserk over a little indigestion. 
I have no pain. I’m fine. When can) 
I go home? They need me at the 
office. ” 

So it went invariably. Like a 
broken record: I heard that re- 
frain morning after morning. He 
was the most impatient coronary 
thrombosis case I ever treated. 

One morning, ten days after his 
original attack, while his nurse 


was out of his room, he got out 


of bed against orders. Blame 1t on 
immaturity, stubborn disbelief in 
the diagnosis, or anything else.

Patients with high blood pres- 
sure often go from doctor todoc- 
tor within weeks because of im- 
patience. They do not realize that 
hypertension headache, for instance 
does not Immediately react favor~ 
ably to trealment. 

Patients with diabetes become 
discouraged with their doctorg be- 
cause their urine “is loaded witn 
sugar”—not admitting that the tell- 
tale, yellow-overoad is due to die- 
tary indiscretion. 

Patients with arthritis, asthma, 
bursitis, shingles, eczema and doz- 
ens of other “patience-trying” con- 
ditins do not realize that PA- 
‘TIENCE is the bulwark of recovery | 
in any’ illness. (Ang I say this 
advisedly. I know it is easier to 
tell a patient how to bear his il- 
ness; and more difficult actually) 
to bear the suffering.) 

Remember that it takes only! 
a few nours to destroy a building 
by fire; and months to rebuild. 
That is true for most serious ill- 
nesses, Don't wonder for long why 
a “silly setback” should slow you 
up for weeks and months. Try to| 
live within the limits your doctor 
has outlined for you.
